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I,  Sinom  bin  Ladiman,  Javanese  make  the  following  declaration  re¬ 
garding  a  murder  at  Kg.  Foell,  Falmahera: 

About  10  am,  during  Zfovember  194?,  I  eav  the  two  men  mentioned  below 
brought  by  a  Japanese  doctor,  rank  Sochu,  and  a  Japanese  soldier,  names 
unknown,  to  a  place  on  the  beach  with  their  hands  tied  behind  their  backs. 
At  this  place  a  grave  had  been  already  prepared  and  on  arrival  one  of  the 
Victims  named  Sanocai  was  ordered  to  sit  at  the  edge  of  the  grave  and  to 
bow  his  head  dovm.  The  Japanese  doctor  then  approached  with  a  sword  and 
struck  Sanoeai  behind  the  neck  once,  Sanoosi  fell  into  the  grave,  dead. 

Thd  other  man  named  Sanali  was  then  orderod  to  sit  in  a  similar  manner 
and  he  was  also  dispatched  in  the  same  way.  A  quarter  of  an  hour  later 
the  coolies  who  witnessed  this  execution  were  ordered  to  fill  in  the  grave. 

The  reason  for  tho  above  killing  was  that  the  victims  were  alleged 
to  have  stolen  Japanese  food  and  clothing.  All  the  coolies  in  tho 
vicinity  were  rounded  up  and  compelled  to  witness  this  execution,  but  I 
don1 1  know  the  names  of  ar.y  of  these  other  witnesses.
